Mr. J. A. Ruddick, dairy and cold 
storage commissioner, stated that he 
had taken a period of five years and 
that he had found the importations 
of apples from Germany to Britain 
varied each year from 5,000 to 14,- 
000 bushel boxes, from Belgium from 
100,000 to 500,000 boxes, from France 
from 50,000 to 575,000 boxes and 
from Portugal from 175,000 to 350,- 
000 boxes. Of pears the importation 
varied from 4,480 to 56,000 bushel 
boxes from Germany, from 262,800 to 
508,480 boxes from Belgium and 
from 422,440 to 506,160 boxes from 
Portugal. Large quantities Rere al- 
so imported from the Netherlands 
which may not be available. Mr. 
Ruddick prognosticated an increased 
demand f or dried and evaporated 
fruit from Great britain for use in 
the army. In 1913 Canada exported 
of this line to the United Kingdom 
121,188 pounds, to Newfoundland 10,- 
899 pounds and to Germany 247,802 
pounds. Of course the trade with 
Germany will te cut off but the ex- 
portations should expand in other 
‘ directions.

London, June 25.—The Times’ mil- 
itary correspondent, welcoming the 
lroveramcent’s decisicn to seek the po- 
wer to make a national registration 
points out that Great Britain's mili- 
tary establishment is-now in the 
neighborhood of three millions and : 
as the total male population in the 
United Kinedom between the ages of 
}18 and 40 is about 8,000,000, there 
fare still some five millions unaccotin 
ted for, of whom there are c:rlainly 
i between two and three million avail- 
pable for active service. 

| ‘It is possible,’ the writer contin- 
ued, “that we shall need every man 
jthat can be recruited. We have keen

| worth $5,090. And the man has his 
| beer all these years. Or better still 
if he has a wife, he can clect her 
|bartender. Let her buy the beer and 
collect twelve and a half cents for 
every drink. She will save the $78 
per year, a nice little sum for her 
and the children, or she can invest 
it each week at four per cent and 
when the husband @ies 384 years la- 
ter, she will have $5,666.85, a nice 
little sum,for a widow.
